GOLD MWINO IN GEOBOIA.—Georgia's 


gold mines are proving quite a source of 
profit, though most of them are yet 
worked by the simplest methods. The 
gold craze began m 1847, when nug- 
gets, some of them quite valuable, were 
found in the "branches" of the Blue 
Ridge region in the northern part of the 
State. The story of these discoveries 
brought in miners by the thousands, 
who invaded the Greek reservation and 
fought the Indians, as has recently been 
done in the case of tne TJtes in Colorado. 
The gold was washed out in pans, bntin 
a dozen years this surface mining has 
played out, and the miners left. North- 
ern capitalists inspected the forsaken 
territory after the war, and, finding the 
quartz neh and easily worked, several 
companies 
invested heavily. 
They 


bought the mines at a trifle, put in elab- 
orate machinery (one company building 
an aqueduct 40 miles long), and have 
brought the yield up from less than 
$100,000 six years ago to over $1,000,000 
a year now, with new machinery con- 
stantly going nt>. The Magruder mine, 
just in the edge of Lincoln county, is 
worked day and night, and yields 100 
penny weights of gold per hour, or 
$800 a day, and the Georgia papers 
think that ere long their Stale will rival 
Colorado's mineral richness.
